The War Years 

The war years are over, and soon the 
fervor and color of those days will grow dim. 

There is much that we should like to forget, 
but there arc precious memories too—feel¬ 
ings and aspirations that we do not wish to 
lose or trust the historical novelist of the 
future to recapture, for in times of Stress 
men are at their best. 

On Sunday, December 7th, 1941 most 
of us heard over the radio the news of the 
sneak attack on Pearl Harbor. Before that, 
there had been reverberations of the Euro¬ 
pean eon diet, faint echoes of the horrors of the concentration camps, rumblings of 
the bombs that wiped out Rotterdam and Warsaw and battered and seared a Lon¬ 
don. still unbeaten, undismayed. We returned to school that Monday morning, 
knowing that we too were in that conflict. We gathered in the assembly that after¬ 
noon to bear Congress declare war—the first young people in history actually to 
bear their country declare war. From then on, we saw. and knew we saw, history 
in the making. We were conscious that we were helping to make it; that hoys who 
had been in our classes only yesterday were Hying planes, plodding through the 
jungles of the Orient, dying on the beaches of Normandy, doing the impossible with 
skill, courage, anil daring. 

Many projects were under way here at Franklin. New sights greeted 

our eyes almost every day. We returned 
to school one morning to find cheese¬ 
cloth covering the glass on our class¬ 
room doors. Franklin had become air¬ 
raid conscious. Fire resistant tags were 
furnished for every student to wear as 
identification tags, and air-raid mes¬ 
sengers were organized and trained by 
the Franklin faculty. AVe were all told 
to make some provision either for reach¬ 
ing home in case of an alarm or for stay¬ 
ing here at school. Entertainment com¬ 
mittees to keep up morale in case of a 
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raid were organized, and corridors were 
marked off and zoned. Every home in 
the city of Rochester was sought out by a 
teacher in the Public School System and 
by private school staffs to catalogue the 
t nilnber and condition of evacuees in the 
event of an air attack. Arrangements 
were made for refuge in remote sections 
surrounding the congested population 
areas. Most teachers visited half a dozen 
homes apiece. One hundred and nine 
Franklin teachers visited six hundred and 
fifty-one. homes. 

Red Cross First Aid classes were 
started, and we were urged to receive instruction in such courses. In 1042 alone, 
one thousand six hundred and eighty-four pupils completed the standard first aid 
course. Sixteen teachers qualified as first aid instructors and donated eight hun¬ 
dred and eighty-three hours of time in the community, reaching one thousand one 
hundred and forty-six citizens who were pupils in the classes. Our cabinet shop 
made over thirty sets of first aid splints to be used by teachers in these first aid 
classes. Artificial respiration was practiced upon any willing victim much to the 
latter's dismay and to the disturbance of his digestive organs. Over and over 
again we reviewed tile various chapters in first aid study, memorizing with care the 
now so familiar treatment for prevention of fainting, that has served as a basis for 
many a joke during trying times. 

Pupils and teachers gave their leisure hours and vacation periods to help 
with the rationing programs. In addition to the work done in the comparative quiet 
of the O.P.A. office, many hectic hours were spent rationing sugar and gasoline, 
and checking rent reports. Those of us who worked will never forget those carefully 
organized committees, the long lines of people, and the care with which ration cou¬ 
pons must he handled, 

Franklin assemblies were devoted to the students’ 
relation to the American way of life and especially to the 
war effort. Dramatizations dealt with themes such as Free 
Expression. The Schools as Pre-Induction Centers* and 
Sportsmen and Sportsmanship for Morale . Franklin played 
a vital part in presenting to the city of Rochester the musical 
extravaganza Ring Freedom Ring , which gloried the Amer¬ 
ican way. Here in our own auditorium the National Honor 
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Society organized and handled our many War 
Bond Drives. They urged us on to meet each 
quota with success. Will we ever forget the dis¬ 
plays in the main corridor of ships racing to their 
goals, and the War Bond assemblies? We can 
still recall the fun-rousing auctions and the 
whole-hearted participation of the faculty in pre¬ 
senting entertainment before the student body. 
Mr, DeFrancesco’s rendition of “Amapola”, 
along with a comical interpretation of Romeo and 
Juliet by Miss Riley and Mr. Mohr will live on 
in the memories of all of those who were fortunate enough to witness these pro¬ 
grams. We are justifiably proud of the amount of money we were able to raise 

along with the fun and good spirit. The figures speak for themselves. Although 

we set no goal for the Third War Bond Drive, we turned in $1,815.95 as a final 

figure. During the Fourth War Bond Drive our quota was $50,000,00, and we ac¬ 
tually sold $115,611.25. We set no definite quota for our fifth drive, but we suc¬ 
ceeded in raising $16,058.90. Our goals for the sixth and seventh drives consecu¬ 
tively were $46,000.00 and $45,000.00, and we topped them by taking in $58,600.00 
and $59,283.50. When the last drive closed, we had sold $251,369.60 worth of war 
bonds and stamps. 

Our Franklin band did much to boost morale, taking part in the Gannett 
Newspapers Bond Drive Parade, the Memorial Day Parade, the War Parade, 
Bausch and Lomb night, and the Scrap Sorting Be Concert. More than three 
hundred pupils participated in the War Week Parade. Franklin was in charge of 
the first division, and our band took first prize. 

A valuable contribution to Franklin 
social life, pledged to furnish wholesome recre¬ 
ation and promote good standards of Ameri¬ 
can citizenship, is our own Teen Canteen, still 
in operation. This organization has proved 
vital in encouraging our youth to spend their 
leisure time to the best advantage, under able 
supervision, and with the code of good sports¬ 
manship in mind. 

Franklin students in the classroom, as 
well as in extra-curricular activities, began to 
consider the war. The Social Science De¬ 
partment gave to us a better understand- 
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iug of the nature and implications of the war. 
The Mathematics Department streamlined its 
offerings to include mathematics for wartime for 
branches of the armed forces. English activities 
were also related to the conflict. Senior boys 
studied divisions of the armed forces to get a 
clear picture of the qualifications demanded for 
and the duties required of each branch of the 
service. 

The girls studied woman’s part in the war effort, touching upon every phase 
of work done by women from specialized defense work. Red Cross nursing, Dietetics, 
and to the services of the W.A.V.E.S. and the W.A.C.S. Other contribu¬ 

tions were essays, patriotic poems, slogans, and letters to servicemen. In a con¬ 
test of letters written for nationwide publishers on “Contribution of American 
Youth to the War Effort”, an eighth grade pupil won the national prize of ten 
hooks for the school library. All our H ome Making classes began courses in home 
nursing and child care. We were learning to take care of ourselves and others in 
case of an emergency, and we applied ourselves to the task with zeal. We took 
steps to stretch the family budget and prevent waste by using what we had to the 
best advantage. Nutritious food in war times was studied, and actual breakfasts 
recorded. The lunch box for school children and for war workers was prepared 
with our newly acquired knowledge in mind. Tomatoes, peaches, and pears were 
canned at home in project work. Families were delighted by the savings in food 
through home canning. We began making new garments for ourselves and vari¬ 
ous members of the family, thus helping the civilian clothing situation aiul releas¬ 
ing clothing workers for war work. Our Physical Education Department stepped 
up its program, revising it to emphasize strength, skill, and endurance, A com¬ 
mando obstacle course was installed for all hoys, and the swimming program was 
revised to include commando training as outlined by the War Council. All senior 
boys preparing for induction in '43 were organized in special toughening classes in 
physical education and swimming. Members of the plant laboratory classes trained 
for practical gardening and plant propagation. Seedling plants were raised and 
distributed for war gardens. Flower beds gave way to vegetable gardens, and the 
cartoonists had a field day at the expense of the amateur farmers. The ground 
school furnished our nation’s armed forces excellent soldier personnel trained in 
aviation fundamentals. Glider construction and flight training work were spon¬ 
sored by the United States Government, The aim of this work is to make familiar 
to all boys, physically qualified, the use of airplane controls under flight conditions. 
The Patterns, General, Art Craft, Aviation, and Cabinet Ships contributed to the 
building of three hundred and fifty model airplanes for the United States Navy 
Bureau of Aeronautics for the use of airplane spotters and students of aviation. 
We were obliged to give much of our study time to war activities. Students 
were excused early from school to help relieve the critical employment shortage in 
retail stores. Many worked evenings, and this resulted in long faces, heavy eyelids, 
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and a marked deficiency in homework. Those troublesome, tiresome Tuesdays in 
the classroom! Others worked on Saturdays and received for the first time more 
money than they had ever dreamed of earning while in school, 

Franklin entered enthusiastically into all projects for making the Armed 
Forces happier. Honks and magazines were collected for the U.S.O., and scrap¬ 
books were made for the U.S.O. centers. Groups prepared boxes of fudge and 
cookies to be given to the soldiers in the canteens in the New York Central depot. 

In our main office a guest book was installed early in the war years for all 
visiting Franklin servicemen and women to sign, indicating their name, branch of 
service, rank, present address, and the date of their visit here. Even a casual 
examination of the book reveals the many G.I/s who have returned to the familiar 
red school-house, perhaps to sing the Alina Mater just once again. Many have had 
stories to tell and some offered advice, many times based on bitter experience. We 
have been told to remain in school, to read, to learn, to grow in the understanding 
of the world in which we live before we attempt to live in it, work in it, play in it, 
or fight for it, as the case may be, Franklin listened to their tales and their pleas 
many Wednesday mornings during assembly programs* Much of what we heard 
and witnessed during such programs will not be forgotten as we, the younger gen¬ 
eration, the new citizens of America, begin to rebuild this ravaged world. As a 
symbol of our gratitude and our remembrance, the Courant staff undertook the task 
of sending the school newspaper to our G.I/s all over the world* Our students 
cooperated in turning in the names and addresses of Franklin servicemen and 
women of their acquaintance so that this service might he extended. From count¬ 
less letters recei ved by our editor, we realize how much this small gesture has meant 
to them. 

With the closing of the war many of these activities ceased, although there 
are still boys who want news from home. Peace inevitably brings a relaxation of 
effort along all lines. At first it seemed as if -all our problems were over. 

Later we realized that this was not so. We are 
becoming increasingly aware that the war is still 
not completely won—that the conflict has merely 
shifted from the battlefront to the conference 
table. New problems face us as a people, as a 
nation, as a world. The people of Europe must 
he fed, clothed, sheltered, educated, and under¬ 
stood, We have great need for tolerance and 
wisdom in this world that awaits reconstruction. 
Ours is the task to show the way—to build a life 
here in America so fine that all the world will be 
convinced of its value. From the beginning of 
its history America has been made great by the 
men who came from the Old World, filled with 
vision and with courage. The best from all lands 
have met and mingled here and proved that men 
of all races and all creeds can unite to build one 
country. Their sons must go forth to build one 
world, free, just, and unafraid.
